In the ſecond year of the late Charles, Leeds Town 
and Pariſh was Incorpozated, and that illegally, by 
reaſon that the major conſent of the Inhabitants was 
wanting, and.it-was well known by what Court- 
means it was at that time procured, but however pro- 
cured it was, andthe Governours a&ted accordingly, 
which proJuced many Suits and Tryalls at Law be- 
tween them and the Clothicrs. 

At the beginning of theſe Troubles, nine ofthe ten 
Aldermen appeared for the late King, and thereby 
became uncapable cf civill imployment, fo thar the 
Town was then at liberty and injoyed their former 
right, till theſe preſent Governours illegally and out 
of courſe created themſelves, and took upon them'to 
a according to the former Charter. But the Inha- 
bitants being ſenſible of the inconveniencies they had 
formerly received by it, and not expeCting the beſt 
things from them that ſo luſted after the power, pro- 
cured a Commiſſion under the broad Seal, directed to 
Sir John Sav:ll Knight, Charles Fairfax, Henry Good- 
wick, Eſquires,&c. Impowering them to command 
the High Sherifte to empanell twenty four honeſt le- 
gall men, to inquire the legallity of the Charter, and 
their acting, which was accordingly executed , and 
it was found by the Jury, that the Letters Pattents 
were illegally procured without the major conſent of 
the Inhabitants, and that it was prejudiciall to the 
Towne and Pariſh,” and: not flanding with the good 
of the Commonweaſth;and that they Pad iflegally ele- 
Sed one another” contrary _ letter of the _ 
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that the Inquifion was returned, and remaines now 
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in the Petty-Bag-Office. 

_ NowSu#;liam Allanſon fearing, as he had good 
cauſe, that it —_ fall ore on his Brother, who
